Harivax, Oct. 19.—The steamer Ulunda 
on her last trip from Halifax to London hac 
a thrilling escape from destruction on the 
Newfoundland coast. A couple of days 
aiter leaving port a dense fog was encoun- 
tered. Late one evening, when the pas- 
sengers had all left the deck and were be- 
low preparing to retire, some being in their 
berths and others half undressed, there was 
heard above the cry ‘‘Breskers ahead,” and 
the engines were iinmediatcly reversed, <A 
man employed ou the steamer rushed below 
and called out to the passengers to yet reacy 
to leave the ship, as she was expected to 
strike rocks atamy moment. Excited men 
and womcun rushed on deck and fuund them. 
selves face to face with almost inevitable 
disaster. Roaring breakers aad a@ rocky 
shore were clearly discernible a short dis- 
tance ahead of the Ulunda, But arter some 
time the steamer was skilfully worked out 
of her perilous situation, and proceeded 
slowly on her voyage till the fog lifted.

Ottawa, Oct. 19.—The workingmen gave

present. Sir John said he felt comfideat a 
treaty on the same lines as the one recently 
rejected by congress would be segotiated. 
He scouted the idea of war. If no settle- 
ment of the fisheries difficulty could be ar- 
rived at, Canada will temporarily revert to 
the treaty of 1818, and will ask for the ap- 
peintment of an international tribunal to 
determine the exact legal interpretation of 
the treaty ef 1318. Canada has right and 
justice on her side.

New York, Oct. 17.—The National line 
steamship Spain landed a motley collection 
of immigrants at Castle Garden. A large 
number of the vessel's ngers were des- 
titute and friendless and others were in ill- 
health, feeble and unable to perform labor 
of any kind. Among them were five men, 
two women and seven children whose pas- 
sage had been paid by the Dukeof Bucking- 
ham. These people came from a small vil- 
lage in Buckingham ceunty, England. Work 
was slack there and when they appealed to 
the Duke for aid he advised them to seek 
employment in America, and agreed to pay 
their passage, Collector Magone has been 
informed of their arrival and has ordered 
them detained ‘until Saturday, at which 
time, if they do not receive aid to take 
them to Maniteba, to which place they say 
they are en route, they will be sent back to 
England. 


MINNBAPOLIS, Oct. 17.—There is a wheat 
blockade at Minneapolis, and it is causing 
no end of trouble, It is caused by the vast 
quantities of low grade wheat now coming 
to the city. Since new crop began to ar- 
rive im any quantity mearly one-half of the 
receipte have been low grade wheat, or 
rather wheat that has no grade at all. Late- 
ly, however, there has been a slight decrease 
im the receipte of of wheat, but even now 
over one-third ef the arrivals belong to that 
class. This wheat cannot be dum into 
the elevaters ag the values all differ. It 
averages from 60 cents to $1, and no two 
ears will be seen that there weuld have to 
be a special bin im the elevator for each car. 
Long ago all the spesial bins were filled, 
and now the elevators refuse to receive any 
of the wheat.

PAN-ANGLICAN CONFERENCE; 


A portion of the . Territorial press 
and correspondents have tried to 
distort extracts from the report of 
the above -grand and conservative 
body in order to find excuse for es- 
pousing the cause of license and op- 
position to Prohibition. We could 
not force ourselves to believe that 
that great conference was blind to 
the efforts directed by the Temper, 
ance societies against the evils of 
the liquor traffic, and the good that 
was being accomplished in that line.

Work of the Experimental Farms. 

In Manitoba efforts will be made to in- 
troduce new varieties of grain, especially 
early ripening sorts, for, notwithstanding 
the fact that occasional frosts eccur, we muy 
confidently anticipate that that country 
will continue to produce millions upon mii- 
lions of bushels of wheat, tenfold more than 
it produces at present, as the country be- 
comes more settled, and we have a sufficicut 
number of farmers there to till the fer- 
tile soil ready cleared at their hands. 
Then also the question of stock-raising 
and dairying will be considered and the 
important subject of forestry receive at- 
tention. As you are aware, there are com- 
paratively few trees in Manitoba, aud the 
wind sweeping over the plains produces a 
condition of things not so agreeable as that 
which the shelter of the woods and trees 
afford. Now, if this shelter can be provided 
—and I believe that in many cases it ean— 
it will add to the comfort of the settlers’ 
homesteads, make them more beautiful, and 
by supplying a tempering infinence to the 
winds make that country more desirable to 
live in. The same class of experiments will 
be carried out at the branch farm at Indian 
Head, in the Northwest Territories.—From 
speech by Prof. Saunders.

I lately received one from the Rev. Mr. 
Macdougal!, of the Seotch charch, Florence. 
It consista uf eight pages of the size of a 
family Bible, and has six illustrationa—four 
half-page and two much smaller. Paper, 
type and illustrations are all of the best. 
The version is that of Martini,accompanied, 
of course, with notes. * * * The pub- 
lisher is a gentleman well-known for his 
liberalism and patriotism, and being always 
ready to advance the welfare of 
his countrymen, even though it should 
be to his loss. He net un- 
dertaken this work in the interests of 
religion, nor simply out of opposition 
to the church, but as a commercial epecula- 
tion, as well as an effort to give his country- 
men good reading. He is very hopeful of 
the result of his overture. He says: ‘‘This 
artistic, useful and popular edition, the 
first of ite kind in Italy, is destined to have 
an extraordi success, equal only to the 
marvel of its cheap produation.”
